But thank God such lawyers 
are few in comparison to the large number of the bar in Los 
Angeles county. 


For many months Los Angeles has been overrun by murder- 


ous thugs. 
These have been encouraged in various ways. The 


city council hesitated about enlarging the police force, although 
the available number was notoriously inadequate. As often 
as a criminal faced the bar there followed a long series of tricks 
to win liberty for the prisoner, or at least to shield him from 
deserved penalty. Wrangles over technicalities, over selection 
of juries, over admission of evidence; the introduction of pur- 
jured testimony, mock appeals to sentiment, tinsel haloes for the 
brutal knave. The average criminal trial was futile, silly, little 
loss than scandalous. Even the remote prospect of conviction 
lost all terror in the comfort afforded by the chance at probation 
and parole. 


It is little wonder that the criminals laughed, and kept on 


with their murderous activities. But this episode shows that 
there £s a way~fo check them. It libs in the simple and, tinder 
prevailing conditions, commendable method of killing them as 
they are engaged in their heretofore safe vocation of theft and 
slaughter. A dead robber presents not a social loss but a gain. 
The expense of burying him is trivial, and more than compen- 
sated for by the satisfaction, and the resulting feeling of en- 
hanced security. 


Women Fit For Senate 


It is of no particular importance that a partisan controversy 


has been stirred up by the remarks of a certain Republican 
senator about the qualifications of wome'n for the senate. The 
record of both parties is varied as regards woman suffrage, 
and there is still so much difference of opinion within the parties 
that no leader can safely presume to speak for his whole party. 


Senator McCormick has certainly laid himself open to a 


fire of personal criticism by his statement that "persons might 
vote for a woman for superintendent of schools or for the town 
council or other little jobs like that, but when it comes to the 
senate of the United States they simply will not do it." 


The senator may be wrong about it. Possibly they will. In 


fact, it is reasonably certain that they will, in some eases, sooner 
or later, if not immediately. The public likes to experiment 
politically, and it has a growing regard for women in public 
life. Also it naturally doubts whether numerous women now in 
public life would do any worse at "Washington that some male 
senators. 


Pounding the Roads 


California is not alone in having its roads pounded to pieces 


by overloads. Note this from a Buffalo paper as to the situation 
in New York state: 


"One of the most serious problems confronting the state of 


New York is that of preserving and protecting the state high- 
ways. The damaging and destructive effects of the overloading 
of motor trucks have already been revealed since the enactment 
of the regulatory law that went into operation April 7, as shown 
liy the records of the state highway department. 


"After the law went into operation the department put 


inspectors with loadometers in Westchester county and later in 
Nassau county. They have been weighing trucks in an effort 
to stop overloading. Their reports show that in the period 
from April 11 to June 10, 178 arrests for overloading were 
made; 14 arrests for bad tires; several hundreds for having no 
mirrors, and one for having excess of body. 


"Information in the office of State Highway Commissioner 


SJKSOII shows tiiat the trucks which had the greatest percentage 
of overloads were of the five and five and one-half ton capacity; 
the next principal offender being the seven and seven and one- 
half tons." 


According to Commissioner Sisson, there are now eight 


crews out in different parts of the state stopping and weighing 
trucks. It is the expectation that a campaign of this sort will 
be continued permanently, it will surely be found that in this 
matter as in all sorts of repair and inspection work, eternal 
vigilance will be th<- price of good roads.—Cultivator.

if comments on the editorials are in 
order and if it is the policy of the pa- 
per to publish such comments: 


In the August. 4 isstfe of the Covina 


Argus an editorial appears under the 
title "The Woman Cigarette Smoker," 
wherein the -editor comments disparag- 
ingly on cigarette smoking by women, 
but 
says nothing against 
cigarette 


smoking by men. This, it seems to me, 
is drawing an unjust distinction. With- 
out attempting to 
defend cigarette 


smoking, the point I make is that if 
cigarette smoking is lawful and proper 
for men, the same rule should undoubt- 
edly apply to women and they are as 
fully entitled to enjoy the solace of 
tobacco as are the men, and that with- 
out criticism or unfavorable comment. 
If a woman desires to smoke and en- 
joys smoking it is unjust to prevent her 
from so doing by any laws or restric- 
tions wherever it is sanctioned for men. 
Furthermore it is unkind and discour- 
teous to make unfavorable comment 
when she exercises the right and privi- 
lege as a citizen in so doing. Such criti- 
cism is prolonging the old and inde- 
fensible doctrine of the double standard 
of living for the feminine and mascu- 
line portions of our population. It is a 
favorable sign that this so-called "dou- 
ble standard" is being broken down 
when, as the editor states, one can now 
see many women smoking in cafes and 
hotel dining rooms in comparison to 
very few seen years ago. If the men 
are allowed by the hotel rules to smoke 
in the dining rooms, the women cer- 
tainly are entitled to the same privilege 
—and without criticism or unfavorable 
comment. 


The illustration used by the editor in 


fortifying his expressed disapproval of 
cigarette smoking by women is, appar- 
ently, beside the question. We all are 
familiar with the vcrj. beautiful statue 
of which he speaks—a mother holding 
her baby and looking down at the little 
one with a wealth of mother-love depict- 
ed in her gaze. It certainly would have 
been most flippant, uncalled-for and in- 
artistic for the sculptor to have chisel- 
ed a cigarette in the mother's lips as 
she is gazing at her child. 
Also, it 


would have been equally flippant, ridi- 
culous and inartistic for the sculptor to 
have depicted the mother using "a lip-

about 37 miles east of Covina. Colton 
is a town with a population of five or 
six thousand people, and the largest ce- 
ment factories in the .countries, and 
some fruit and fanning land are located 
round about it. It has a smaller neigh- 
boring population than Covina. On the 
other hand, it is several degrees warmer 
in the summer, and that may mean 
larger cash receipts for a plunge. On 
the whole the Colton plunge is situated 
very much as the Covina plunge will be 
situated, if there is a Covina plunge, 
except that Covina will have more busi- 
ness close at hand than Colton has. 
Presumably, then, if a plunge can be 
shown to pay at Colton it will pay at 
Covina. Here are the facts regarding 
the Colton plunge, as related by Park 
and Plunge Superintendent Evert Hines. 


Colton has a live chamber of com- 


merce. Several years ago it bought a 
tract of land on the edge of the city, 
price $1,500, and turned it over to the 
city as a park and plunge site. Then, 
in 1919-20, the city of Colton built the 
plunge, at a cost of $24,000. There was 
some opposition to the spending of this 
sum for such a purpose. There are still 
some persons in Colton who are not de- 
finitely pleased, but on the whole the 
community is glad to have the plunge, 
and makes good use of it, and would 
not want to give it up. 


The Colton plunge is 80x182 feet in 


area, including the baby plunge at one 
end. It is 18 inches deep at the shallow 
end, with a gradual slight slope till the 
depth of six feet is reached, then a 
drop to eight feet in the length of twen- 
ty feet, and n maximum depth in the 
diving pool of 10 feet 6 inches. Filled, 
it holds 700,000 gallons of water. 


The plunge is supplied with water by 


two warm wells, of unequal size. The 
wells are both pumped electrically. The 
smaller one is pumped all the time, its 
stream flowing into and out of the 
plunge continuously. The water thus 
wasted is used on the park. The plunge 
is drained and scrubbed, bind vitriol be- 
ing used to kill the inevitable algae, or 
green moss, every Monday afternoon 
and 7iight. The larger pump is used to 
accomplish quick filling. The top three 
feet of water heads high enough to be 
avail-able for irrigation; all remaining 
below that level is wasted into the sew- 
er. The temperature of the water at the 
wells is 87 degrees; that of the ,water 
in the plunge is two or three degrees 
cooler. This temperature, without arti- 
ficial heating, makes the Colton plunge 
famous and popular, and draws custom 
to it from long distances; also the gen- 
erous size of the basin is an attraction. 


There"are 95 dressing rooms. Superin- 


tendent Hines wishes there were more, 
as it often happens that people are turn- 
ed away, and additional rooms would 
buy themselves in two seasons. About 
900 suits are carried. All suits and 
towels are .laundered by contract at a 
cent and a half per piece. The plunge 
is operated Sundays the same as other 
days, but the staff varies a little on 
Monday, the day given over to all users 
of color, the rest of the week belonging 
to the whites. Tuesday brings out the 
big crowd, because of the clean water 
on that day. 


The plunge staff comprises a manager, 


a woman assistant in the office, a life- 
guard, and part of the time of one man 
whose 
efforts 
are 
divided between 


plunge at times and park. The salary 
list is something like $15 a day. 


" The plunge opens some time between 
the first and middle" of May, and is 
closed October 1. During this time the 
patronage follows the run of the weath- 
er, rising with the temperature. Charge 
of 20 cents is made for a suit. Boom 
and suit cost 35 cents . Those who bring 
their suits ami towels, and need only a 
room, are charged 20 cents, even though 
they come to the plunge wearing their 
suit. 


Last year the number of bathers was 


20,74f>, of which 7979 came in the single 
month of July. The cash receipts of the 
year were $5462.03. With some outlay 
for new suits and incidentals, the close 
of the year showed the Colton plunge 
to have produced a net profit of fully 
$1500, the exact figures not being easily 
available at the time of my interview. 
And this year, unless there is a grievous 
fall-down later in the season, will show 
very much better figures, and Superin- 
tendent Hines stated the receipts to 
show a gain of fully $1100 over those 
of last year up to August 12. It may 
be fair to estimate that the Colton 
plunge will be at least $2000 to the good 
on this year's business, even if there is 
some cool weather before the season 
ends. 


There are two big items in 'lie pro- 


gram of work of the Colton plunge. One 
is the increased enjoyment and health- 
fulness of the people of Colton and vi- 
cinity, and the other is the very large 
advertisement that the plunge gives the 
r-ity. Manager Hines says that parties 
come to it from a large number of 
places—Monrovia, 
Hollywood, 
Chino, 


Ontario, Beaumont, down Hemet way, 
and other places innumerable. 
They 


come in parties and droves. The plunge 
is the attraction. They spend some mon- 
ey in the town for other things than 
bathing suits, and apparently go home 
happy. No other public institution, it 
is believed, could bri.-ig in so many per- 
sons from other places. The attendance 
is not to be gauged by the number of 
bathers, for the incomers do not all en- 
ter the plunge. 


In short, the Colton plunge is paying 


its way, and buying itself, and it is not 
so favorably situated u.s would be the 
Covina plunge. It is proving to be a 
very valuable adjunct to the activities 
of the city in bringing it into favorable, 
and prominent notice, and it lias estab- 
lished itself as one of the institution*) 
of which the city is proud, and with 
which it would not willingly part.

home on their vacations during this 
month, also deer season opens about 
this time, but that should be no occa,- 
sion for "passing the buck." 


If the election of desirable officers is 


important, their nomination is of equal 
importance, for unless nominated _they 
cannot be elected. Where the candi- 
dates nominated at the primaries are 
nominated by a small minority of the 
voters, as is the custom, they do not 
represent the party whose candidate 
they are any more, if as much, as the 
candidates selected under the old party 
convention system. It follows that if 
the primary system is to be a complete 
success the electors must take the same 
interest in it- that they do in the gen 
eral election, and this, undoubtedly, is 
what the legislature had in mind when 
the primary law was enacted. 


While the selection of good candidates 


is probably of equal importance -with 
and is absolutely necessary to, the selec 
tion of good officers, it should also be 
remembered that the primary election 
as to many offices, in final. A portion 
of the primary law reads as follows: 


'' 
in case there is but one per 


son to be elected at the November elec 
tion to any judicial, school, county or 
township office, any candidate who re 
ceives at the August primary election 
a majority of the total number of votes 
cast for all the candidates for sue! 
office shall be the only candidate for 
such office whoso name shall be printet 
on the ballot at the ensuing election.' 


This year there'are two candidate! 


(Curtis D. Wilbur and William P. Law 
ler) for chief justice of the supreme 
court, one of the most important office 
in the state, and one of these candidate 
will be elected at the primaries, 
far as this office is concerned the prim 
ary election is final and has the sam 
importance as the general election. Th 
same thing applies to the office of asso 
ciate justice of the district court o 
appeals, sheriff of Los Angeles count 
(possibly) and to some other mino 
offices. 


If a majority of t'he electors are no 


sufficiently interested in the 'selection 
of party candidates to vote at the prim- 
aries they should at least interest them- 
selves enuogh in the welfare of othe 
state and in the preservation of the 
primary system to vote at the primaries 
on the offices to which the eandidatse 
are to be finally elected at that time. 
While the selection of party candidates 
and the election of county and judicial 
officials is of importance to the candi- 
dates, it is of much more vital inipor-

I read an editorial in the Argus re- 


cently on "An Overcrowded Calling." 
It was a peach, and pointed out the 
alarming tendency of the youth of to- 
day to pass by the trades and seek 
work lit the soda fountain or auto shop. 
But if I were capable of writing an ar- 
ticle like that I certainly would not 
stop without some sort of a stab at a 
remedy. Human nature is just ^bout 
the same through each succeeding gen- 
eration, and of one thing I am sure: if 
there, had been soda fountains fifty 
years ago I, too, would have been keen 
for them. 
If "car flies" are thick 


around the garages and the trades are 
suffering for new blood, there must be 
a reason for it. There is. 


In my attempt to make this matter 


clear I will use the plasterer's trade as 
an illustration, because I am more fam- 
iliar with its workings than any other 
trade. Plasterers are getting good wages 
and will continue to get better pay as 
time passes unless some scheme is de- 
vised to supply the ever-increasing de- 
mand and give us a new supply of jour- 
neymen. The opportunity for a boy to 
take an apprenticeship is lessening ev 
ery year. The big contracts are being 
done more and more by the day, under 
the supervision of a foreman, and there 
is no place for a "cub" on a job of 
that sort. The small contractor does 
not have work steady enough to war- 
rant his taking an apprentice, and so 
new mechanics are not being educated 
in sufficient quantities to fill the needs 
of an ever-increasing trade (outside 
plastering having added a third to it.) 


As a result of this, wages have gone 


from $5 a day before the war to two 
or three times that sum. The fellow 
who thinks these high wages are riding 
for a fall is only kidding himself. In- 
side of three months there will be a 
demand for 200 more men for the Bilt- 
nore hotel in Los Angeles, and with 
'Frisco advertising for months, offering 
i!4 a day and carfare, the outlook is 
only bright for the fellow with the 
rade. 


There has been a great change in the 


>crsonncl of the plasterer's fraternity 
n the past twenty years. The 100 per 
ent American has been replaced by 
ome other tongue, with a marked de- 
reciation in moral tone. I would not 
are to have any self-respecting boy of 
ny acquaintance mixed up with many 
f'them. The courtesy that used to be 
lemancled for the cub is sadly lacking, 
nd he is the brunt of all coarse jokes, 
'here is a sad lack of interest in him, 
nd his progress is a negligible quan- 
ity. If he is fortunate enough to get 
n with a bunch of his own people, they 
lay take an interest in him, but if his 
vorking instructor is one of the "home- 
row crowd," he is out of luck, and un- 
2ss he will take a lot of abuse and boss- 
ng he may be out of a job. It looks an 
asy task to see a fellow slipping the 
mud along on the ceiling, and it .is, easy 
when you know liow, but I cannot,,\mag- 
'iie a more discouraging one to th$ un- 
nitiated, and in the absence of someone 
0 look after him, the now man can lit- 
erally be run off the job the first day. 
"Tf the gang want to kill him off he is 
:et to work trying to put mortar on 
he ceiling, and "the loud laugh that 
>cspeaks the vacant mind" greets him 
is he daubs himself from head to foot 
vith the efforts of his failure. 
The 


ourneyman is responsible for his work, 


1 ml if he happens to have a bursting 
icadache from last night's revel with 
he Home Brew Club, he takes it out 
in the cub. Men are quitting the job 
'requently, and the boy does not have 
a chance to get into the good graces of 
he gang, hence they pick on him un- 
ncrcifully. 
So you see the cub had 


better be a negro, a Mexican, or a for 
eigner, rather than one of our high- 
spirited American boys. And then if he 
sticks, and becomes a journeyman, he 
s just burning up for a chance to hand 
t back to the first unfortunate cub that 
comes under him. 


Of course there are fine exceptions to 


the above. I helped plaster the Glen- 
dora city hall. Here the foreman was a 
_entleman and he gave the boy a show. 
He had a chance at all the good work 
and ran the ornamental work with more 
skill than many another fellow who was 
out of his time. He drew $10 a day and 
\vas less than a year at the business. • 


This is the situation. What is the 


remedy? Vocational .education. Schools 
where men may go and learn the trade 
they.want under instructors who will 
leave them feeling they are not the 
scum of the earth. The age for appren- 
ticeship in most of the trades is from 
18 to 22. Suppose a man does not make 
up his mind until ho has passed that 
period. Ought he not have a chance? 
Too often in the trades it is "thus far 
you go and no farther." The man who 
knows a thing has little patience with 
the fellow who does not. Very often 
iust a word might set a man right, "but 
the presumption is that 'he knows'his 
trade, and the wise guy stands off and 
allows him to get in wrong. He may 
spoil a piece of lumber and get canned 
for it, but this brother's keeper business 
does not extend to the crafts. When we 
have trade schools, with men in charge 
working as conscientiously as the school 
teacher docs to turn out efficient work- 
men, then we will get somewhere. 


Again we have to face the fact that 


our educational system hns been lop- 
sided in the past, and false notions 
have crept in. The professions are over- 
crowded and unprofitable, while the 
trades continue to clamor for more men. 
This is in part due to the emphasis 
placed ,on professional life, with a cor- 
responding bias against the trades. Ed- 
uctors must attempt to point ^out with- 
out prejudice the paths to all types ol 
livelihood, and 
each profession anc" 


trade should be studied with clear vis 
ion. 


I have taught four boys the plaster's 


trade. One has a god business in Sail 
Lake City with a commercial rating oi 
$55,000; another one is located in Den 
ver and paid an income tax on $21,000 
last year. The other two are in Los An 
geles, and things are in a bad way 
when they fail to have a job. The .hod 
carriers on Citrus high school are get- 
ting $10 a day. Some of the teachers 
teaching there next winter may be con- 
fronted with the fact that some of the 
artisans drew a bigger wage than they 
do. Why do not these same teachers 
get dissatisfied, as the working men did, 


j and strike for a dollar a day more? They 
know only too well that there are others 


waiting to take their places—and the 
only thing that will curb "greed in the 
trades is the man on the waiting list. 
If we get $14 a day, then wo begin to 
think about $15; if we put that over, 
we want $20, and we never come to 
the place whore we are satisfied. 
This 


labor situation is a challenge to think- 
ing people. Will we meet it with a sen- 
sible remedy, or will wo go as wo are 
until it is more serious? 


They have hunted up all the super- 


annuated old plasterers and drafted 
them back into service so that when 
you visit some of the jobs, they look 
like an old folks' homo. These old boys 
may be able to help out for a while, but 
not for long. With each raise of wages 
their appetite is only whetted for more, 
and business is'menaced. Don't blame 
the crafts. It, is up to you. It is your 
move.

This remarkable material, made from 
diatomaceous earth, mined in the newly 
discovered deposits at Covina, is becom- 
ing known for its light weight and heat 
insulating qualities. It is composed of 
the fossilized skeletons of countless mil- 
lions of minute sea organisms known as 
diatoms. 


An elaborate plant for the manufac- 


ture of these products has been con- 
structed at the quarry a mile or so 
of Covina. The brick are equal in ther- 
mal resistance to ten times their thick- 
ness in fire brick. Placed in a building 
over the plaster, the building is said to 
keep decidedly cooler in warm weather, 
and it is also easier to keep the room 
heated in cold weather. A number of 
buildings in Covina have been thus 
treated and it is the intention of the 
company to make a selling campaign 
of the material for this purpose. There 
p-.ro many other uses to which this ma 
terial can be put.
